GENERAL  DECLARATION. 


"  And  thou  shalt  teach  men  ordinances  and  laws,  and  shalt  show  them 
"  the  way  wherein  thev  must  walJCj  and  the  work  that  they  must  do  ; 
"  moreover,  they  shall  provide  out  of  all  the  peop'e,  able  men,  such 
"as  f*'\r  God,  men  of  truth,  hating  covetousness,  and  place  such 
*'  v->v  r  them  to  be  rulers  of  thousands,  and  ru  ers  of  hundreds,  rulers 
"o  fifties,  and  rulers  of  tens." — Exodus,  chap.  xviii.,vs.  20,  ai. 

At  all  times  nothing  can  be  more  natural,  and  at  this 
time  nothing  can  be  more  reasonable,  than  that  those  who 
have  common  rights  to  protect,  and  common  interests  to 
defend,  should  act  together  and  know  each  other.  It  is  by 
division  that  the  benevolent  objects  of  tiue  patriots  are 
frustrated,  zu*.  their  best  and  noblest  efforts  for  the  public 
good  defeated.  In  these  distant  but  important  appendages 
•f  our  great  Empire,  it  must  be  obvious  to  every  loyal  and 
reflecting  mind  that  a  union  of  intelligence,  an  increase  of 
means,  and  a  knowl«<!dge  of  each  other  are  essential. 

The  Loval  Orange  Association  is  formed  by  persons 
desirous  of  supporting,  to  the  utmost  of  their  power,  the 
principles  anc<  practices  of  the  Chrbtian  religion,  to  main- 
tain  the  laws  and  constitution  of  the  country,  afford 
assistance  to  distressed  members  of  the  Association,  and 
otherwi&'e  promote  such  laudable  and  benevolent  purposes 
as  may  tend  to  the  due  ordering  of  religion  and  Christian 
charity,  and  the  supremacy  of  law,  order  and  constitutional 
freedom. 
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Its  memberi  associate  in  honor  of  King  William  III., 
Prince  of  Orange,  whose  name  they  bear,  and  whose .  im- 
mortal memory  they  hold  in  reverence,  tending  as  he  did, 
under  Divine  Providence,  to  the  overthrow  of  the  most 
oppressive  bigotry,  and  the  restoration  of  pure  religion  and 
liberty. 

They  revere  the  memory  of  that  Immortal  Prince,  not 
only  as  a  patriot,  a  constitutional  monarch,  and  a  hero,  but 
as  a  true  Christian  ;  and  hope,  in  the  adoption  of  his  name, 
to  emulate  his  virtues,  by  maintaining  religion  without 
persecution  or  trenching  upon  the  rights  of  any. 

The  Orange  Association  lays  no  claim  to  exclusive' 
loyalty,  or  exclusive  Protestantism ;  but  it  admits  no  man 
within  its  pale  whose  principles  are  not  loyal,  and  whoie 
creed  is  not  Protestant. 

Disclaiming  an  intolerant  spirit,  the  Association  demands 
as  s.n  indispensable  qualification,  without  which  the  greatest 

(and  wealthiest  may  seek  admission  in  vain,  that  the  candi- 
date shall  be  deemed  incapable  of  persecuting  or  injuring 
anyone  on  account  of  his  religioil^S>pifiions ;  the  duty  of 
every  Orangeman  being  to  aid  and  defend  all  loyal  subjects 
of  every  religious  persuasion  in  the  enjoyment  of  their  con- 
stitutional rights. 

The  rules  of  the  Association  are  open  not  only  to  the 
members  of  the  Association,  but  to  the  whole  community  ; 
there  is  no  reserve,  except  the  signs  nnd  symbols  whereby 
Orangemen  know  each  other ;  and  these  mysteries  are 
essential  to  the  proper  qualification  of  the  Brotherhood,  the 
recognition  of  the  members,  and  the  prevention  of  intrusion 
and  imposture  from  strangers  and  enemies.  The  Associa- 
tion is  general,  not  confined  to  any  particular  piece,  person 
or  nation,  but  extends  itself  wherever  a  loyal  Protestant 
Briton  is  to  be  found,  to  the  remotest  corners  of  the  globe, 
for  the  establishment  of  Protestant  faith  and  British  libertjf 
10  the  latest  age  of  posterity.  The  whole  Association  is 
one  neighborhood,  within  which  every  Orangeman  is  at 
home,  in  the  farthest  parts  of  the  world;  and  such  is  the 
mechanism  of  the  Association,  that  while  its  operations  are 
thus  extended,  its  every  movement  is  alike  felt  and 
answered  in  every  part.

The  Association  in  these  Provinces  can  never  be  suppressed 
but  by  means  which  would  subvert  the  constitution,  and 
annihilate  the  connection  with  the  Mother  Country. 

In  many  quarters,  where  the  true  nature  of  the  Orange 
Association  is  not  properly  known,  its  designs  and  objects 
have  by  some  been  misunderstood,  and  by  others  misrepre* 
sented.  From  the  name  it  bears — being  connected  in 
everyone's  mind  with  the  history  of  parties  in  Ireland — 
some  are  apt  to  suppose  that  its  sphere  is  necessarily  con- 
6ned  to  that  country ;  not  reflt^cting  that  an  instrument 
which  has  been  chiefly  used  there  to  suppress  rebellion, 
repel  invasion,  and  secure  domestic  tranquillity,  may  be 
found  equally  efficacious  to  loyal  men  of  all  countries,  in 
protecting  their  lives,  liberti(es  and  properties.  The 
Association  is  constituted  upon  the  broadest  principles  of 
national  freedom.  It  takes  its  stand  upon  the  glorious 
principles  of  the  Revolution  of  1688 ;  H  lays  its  foundation 
m  the  field  of  British  liberty ;  it  disdains  the  badge  of 
faction,  and  knows  no  emblem  save  *'  The  Altar  and  the 
Throne." 

As  the  Prince  of  Orange  was  invited  to  England  by  a 
coalition  of  parties,  who  united  from  a  common  sense  of 
their  sacred  duty  to  preserve  their  religion  and  liberties,  so 
the  Orange  Association,  named  after  that  Immortal  Prince, 
invites  a  similar  combination,  and  calls  upon  the  sons  of 
Britain  to  lay  aside  political  feuds,  and,  like  their  illustrious 
ancestors,  who  signed  and  sealed  the  great  Covenant  of. 
Freedom  to  sacrifice  every  private  consideration,  and 
establish  a  centralization  of  power  to  conserve  the  great 
blessings  and  privileges  which  we  enjoy  under  British  con- 
nection, upon  such  a  basis  as  will  enable  every  limb  and 
fibre  to  receive  vitality  and  nourishment  fiom  the  parent 
stem.

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AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THB  GRAND  ORANQB 
LODOB  OH  BRITISH   AHBRICA. 

Whereat  the  persons  hereinafter  named  have,  by  theii 
petition,  praved  to  be  incorporated  under  the  name  of 
**  The  Grand  Orange  Lodge  of  British  America,"  and  it 
is  expedient  to  grant  the  Prayer  of  their  petition :  There- 
fore Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows :

Rowley,  Elmvale, 
Ontario ;  Charles  Fairbairn,  M.P.,  Bobcaygeon,  Ontario, 
and  Adam  Irwin,  Dresden,  Ontario,  members  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  British  America,  together  with  such  persons  as 
become  members  of  the  said  Grand  Lodge,  are  hereby  con- 
stituted a  body  corporate  under  the  name  of  **Thc  Grand 
Orange  Lodge  of  British  America  "  hereinafter  called  the 
Association,  for  the  following  purposes  and  objects  t 

(a)  To  unite  fraternally  all  persons  entitled  to  member- 
ship under  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  Association  ; 
and  the  word  **  law "  shall  include  general  laws  and 
by-laws. 

{d)  To  give  all  material  aid  in  its  power  to  distressed 
members  and  those  dependent  upon  them. 

(c)  To  educate  its  members  socially,  morally  and  Intel- 
lectually,  and  to  inculcate  loyalty  to  Queen  and  country. 
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(//)  To  enable  the  Association  to  establish  a  fund  for  the 
relief  of  sick  and  distressed  members. 

{e)  To  enable  the  Association  to  establish  a  benefit  ^und, 
from  which,  on  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  death  of  a  mem- 
ber, who  has  complied  with  all  its  lawful  requirements,  a 
sum  not  exceeding  three  thousand  dollars  shall  be  paid  to 
the  widow,  orphans,  dependants,  or  other  beneficiary  whom 
the  member  has  designated,  or  to  the  personal  representa* 
tive  or  representatives  of  the  member  ;  or  from  which,  upon 
the  completion  of  expectancy  of  life  of  a  member  as  laid 
down  in  the  said  constitution  and  laws,  such  sum  shall  be 
paid  to  himself. 

if)  To  secure  for  its  members  such  other  advantages  as 
are  from  time  to  time  designated  by  the  constitution  and 
laws  of  the  Association. 

2.  The  head  office  of  the  Association  shall  be  in  the  City 
of  Toronto,  or  such  other  place  in  Canada  as  is  from  time  to 
time  determined  by  the  Association. 

3.  Subject  to  tf  ^  constitution  and  laws  of  the  Association, 
lodges  under  the  names  of  Provincial  Grand  Lodges,  County 
Lodges,  District  Lodges  and  Primary  Lodges  may  from  time 
to  time  be  established  under  the  title  designated  in  the  war- 
rant constituting  such  lodges  ;  and  the  said  lodges,  if  estab- 
lished within  Canada,  may  themselves  be  and  become 
bodies  corporate  under  such  provisions  and  conditions  and 
with  such  powers  as  the  Association  by  its  constitution  and 
laws  from  time  to  time  determines,  provided  always  that 
such  powers  shall  not  be  in  excess  of  those  conferred  on  the 
Association  by  this  Act,  and  each  of  such  lodges  shall  be  so 
incorporated  under  the  corporate  name  of  "The  Loyal 
Orange  Lodge  Number  [giving  the  number  of  the  lodge)^**  and 
upon  being  established  and  before  proceeding  to  act  as  «uch 
corporation  the  Association  shall  cause  to  bis  registered  at 
full  length,  in  the  registry  office  of  the  city,  county  or  regis- 
tration division  within  which  such  lodge  is  established,  a 
declaration  stating  the  fact  of  such  establishment,  the  date 
of  the  instrument  effecting  it,  and  the  corporate  name  of 
such  lodge. 

4.  The  value  ef  the  real  property  which  the  Association 
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may  hold  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  and  in  case  of  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodges 
and  County  Lodges  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  in 
the  case  of  District  Lodges  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  in 
the  case  of  Primary  Lodges  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  the 
Association  may  by  law  determine  the  manner  in  which  such 
real  property  shall  be  held  and  conveyed,  subject  always  to 
the  laws  of  the  province  in  which  such  real  estate  is  situate, 
provided  always  that  no  part  of  the  benefit  funds  shall  be 
used  in  acquiring  any  such  property. 

5.  The  property  of  each  lodge  only  shall  be  liable  or  the 
debts  and  engagements  ot  such  lodge. 

6.  The  surplus  funds  of  the  Association  shall  be  invested 
in  mortgages  which  are  a  first  charge  on  land  held  in  fee 
simple  in  Canada,  or  in  deposits  with  or  in  -registered  de- 
bentures of  loan  and  investment  companies  incorporated  in 
Canada,  or  in  debentures  of  municipal  or  school  corpora- 
tions in  Canada,  or  in  securities  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada 
or  any  of  the.  provinces  thereof,  or  shall  be  deposited  in  a 
chartered  bank  in  Canada ;  bat  the  Association  shall  sell 
such  real  estate  and  property  as  it  acquires  by  the  fore- 
closure of  any  mortgage,  hypotheCf  or  lien,  within  seven 
years  after  it  has  been  so  acquired,  otherwise  it  shall  revert 
to  the  previous  owner  or  to  his  heirs  or  assigns. 

7.  Whenever,  under  the  provisions  of  the  laws  of  the 
Association,  any  lodge,  incorporated  under  the  provisions  of 
section  three  of  this  Act,  becomes  dissolved,  the  property  of 
such  lodge  shall  become  vested  in  the  Association,  and  in 
the  case  of  real  estate  shall  be  sold  within  three  years  after 
the  dissolution  of  such  lodge,  and  the  proceeds  of  all  such 
property  shall  be  applied  first  in  liquidation  of  the  debts 
and  liabilities  of  such  lodge,  and  the  surplus,  if  any,  shall 
form  part  of  the  general  funds  and  assets  of  the  Association. 

8.  There  shall  be  printed  in  legible  type,  and  in  red  ink, 
upon  every  policy  hereafter  issued  by  the  Association,  or  by 
the  Provincial  Grand  Lodges,  as  well  as  upon  every  appli* 
cation  therefor,  and  upon  every  receipt  given  for  payments 
in  connection  therewith,  the  following  words :  "  The  in- 
surance undertaken  by  the  Grand  Orange  Lodge  of  British 
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America  or  by  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodges  comes  under 
the  exception  contained  in  section  forty*three  of  *  Tht 
Insurance  Act,  applicable  to  fraternal  and  benevolent  as- 
sociations, and  is  not  subject  to  Government  inspection." 

9.  Every  officer  of  the  Association  and  every  other  person 
who  transacts  business  on  behalf  of  the  Association,  and 
who  issues,  circulates  or  uses,  or  who  causes  ^o  be  issued, 
circulated  or  used  any  policy  of  insurance  or  endowment 
certificate  or  application  for  membership,  on  which  the 
notice  provided  for  in  the  next  preceding  section  is  not 
printed  shall^  on  summary  conviction  thereof  before  any  two 
justices  of  the  peace,  or  any  magistrate  having  the  powers 
of  two  justices  of  the  peace,  incur  and  be  liable  to  the  penal- 
ties mentioned  in  the  twenty-second  section  of  *'  The  In- 
surance Ace"  and  every  pecuniary  penalty  so  recovered 
shall  be  applied  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  said  section. 

10.  Within  three  months  of  the  coming  into  force  of  this 
Act,  a  certified  copy  of  the  present  constitution  and  laws  of 
the  Association,  and  of  its  form  of  insurance  pplicy  or  con- 
tract shall  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State 
of  Canada  and  of  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance,  and 
copies  of  any  future  changes  or  amendments  thereto  shall  be 
so  deposited  within  three  months  from  their  adoption  by  the 
said  Association,  and  in  default  of  compliance  with  any  pro- 
vision .of  this  section,  the  Association  shall  incur  a  penalty 
of  ten  dollars  for  each  day  during  which  such  default  con- 
tinues. 

IX.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  held  to  exempt  the 
Association  from  the  efiect  of  any  legislation  hereafter 
passed  by  the  Parliament  of  Canada  in  respect  to  any  in- 
surance powers  exercised  by  friendly  societies. 
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Laws  Relating  to  and  Governing  Real 

Property. 


Adopted  at  Grand  Lodge  Hectlng,  iSp^,  pages  47,  48,  49. 


Whereas,  under  an  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Grand  Orange 
*  Lodge  of  British  America,  53  Victoria,  Cap.  105,  it  is  pro- 
vided and  power  is  given  to  the  Grand  Orange  Lodge  of 
British  America,  hereinafter  called  "The  Association,"  to 
determine  the  manner  in  which  real  property  shall  be  held- 
and  conveyed  by  the  Association  or  any  Subordinate  Lodge 
established  or  constituted  thereunder  as  provided  by  the 
said  Act ; 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  to  declare  and  determine  the 
manner  in  which  such  real  property  shall  be  kield  and 
conveyed : 

Therefore  be  it  resolved,  declared  and  enacted  as  follows : 

(i)  The  Association  and  any  Subordinate  Lodge  estab- 
lished or  constituted  thereunder  as  provided  by  the  said  Act 
shall  hold  in  its  corporate  name  any  real  property  conveyed 
to  it  or  any  such  Subordinate  Lodge  by  deed,  will  or  other 
conveyance  upon  the  terras,  conditions  and  trusts  mentioned 
in  any  such  deed,  will  or  other  conveyance,  and  all  such 
property  shall  be  subject  to  the  terms,  provisions  and  con- 
ditions mentioned  and  set  f:>rth  in  the  said  Act. 

(2)  The  Most  Worshipful  the  Grand  Master,  the  Deputy 
Grand  Master,  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer 
shall  constitute  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association, 
hereinafter  called  the  **  Executive  Committee,*'  and  shall 
have  the  control  and  management  of  all  the  real  property 
of  the  Association. 

(3)  The  Executive  Committee  may  rent  or  lease  any  real 
property  of  the  Association  in  the  same  manner  ai  anjr 
person  or  individual. 
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(4)  The  Executive  Committee  of  Provincial  Grand  Lodge 
may  rent  or  lease  any  real  property  belonging  to  them 
respectively  in  the  same  manner  as  any  person  or  individual. 

(5)  The  Executive  Committee,  upon  a  resolution  being 
passed  by  the  Association  authorizing  them  so  to  do,  by 
deed,  under  their  respective  hands  and  the  corporate  seal  of 
the  Association,  may  sell  and  convey  in  fee  simple  or  any 
less  estate  any  real  property  belonging  to  the  Association. 

(6)  The  Executive  Committee  shall  each  year,  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association,  present  a  report  in 
writing  of  all  their  dealings  o;-  transactions  in  real  property 
and  the  value  thereof. 

(7)  The  Right  Worshipful  the  Provincial  Grand  Master, 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  such  Provincial  Lodge  estab- 
lished by  the  Associaiion  shall  be  the  Executive  Committee 
of  such  Piovincial  Lodge. 

(8)  The  County  Master,  Deputy  County  Master,  County 
Secretary  and  County  Treasurer  of  each  County  Lodge 
established  by  the  Association  shall  be  the  Executive  Com* 
niittee  of  each  such  County  Lodge. 

(9)  The  District  Master,  Deputy  District  Master,  District 
Secretary  and  District  Treasurer  of  each  District  Lodge 
established  by  the  Association  shall  be  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  each  District  Lodge. 

(10)  The  Master,  Deputy  Master,  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer of  each  Primary  Lodge  established  by  the  Association, 
shall  be  the  Executive  Committee  of  each  such  Primary 
Lodge. 

(11)  The  Executive  Committee  of  County  Lodges,  Dis- 
trict Lodges  and  Primary  Lodges  respectively,  upon  a 
resolution  passed  by  such  Lodges  respectively,  nay  in  like 
manner  as  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association, 
and  for  like  purposes,  with  the  consent  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Association,  mortgage  or  abs jlutely  con  • 
vey  any  real  property  of  such  Lodges. 

(12)  The  Executive  Committee  of  each  such  Lodge  shall, 
at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  such  Lodge,  present  a  report 
in  writing  of  all  their  dealings  or  transactions  in  real 
property  and  the  value  thereof.

Title. 

The  Loyal  Orange  Association  of  British  America. 

I.  The  Title  of    the  Society  shall  be    "The   Loyal 
Orange  Association  of  British  America." 


Lodg^es. 

The  Grand  Lodge. 

2.  There  shall  be  one  Grand  Lodge ;  its  title  shall  be 
**  The  Grand  Orange  Lodge  of  British  America." 

Provincial,  County,  District,  and  Primary  Lodges. 

3.  There  shall  be  Provincial  Grand  Lodges,  and  County, 
District  and  Primary  Lodges,  having  jurisdiction,  territorial 
and  otherwise,  as  hereinafter  set  forth. 
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Ihe  Qrand  Lods^e. 


Powers  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

4.  The  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  the  guardian  of  the 
symbols  and  mysteries  of  the  Association ;  the  source  of 
legislation,  and  the  final  arbiter  in  all  matters  of  dispute. 
No  changes  shall  be  made  in  the  signs^  symbols,  lectures, 
passwords,  mysteries,  or  forms  of  introduction,  except  by 
Its  authority. 

Who  Shall  Compose  the  Grand  Lodge. 

5.  The  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  composed  of  its  officers ; 
Past  Grand  Masters,  Past  Deputy  Grand  Masters,  Past 
Grand  Chaplains,  Secretaries  and  Treasurers ;  Past  Grand 
Lecturers,  Directors  of  Ceremonies,  Deputy  Grand  Secre- 
taries and  Treasurers,  who  have  held  their  respective  offices 
for  three  consecutive  years)  officers  of  Provincial  Grand 
Lodges;  Past  Provincial  Grand  Masters,  Past  Provincial 
Deputy  Grand  Masters,  Past  Provincial  Grand  Chaplains, 
Secretaries,  Treasurers,  Lecturers  and  Directors  of  Cere- 
monies, who  have  held  their  respective  offices  for  five 
consecutive  years  ;  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Black 
Chapter  of  British  America ;  the  Grand  Master,  Deputy 
Grand  Master,  Grand  Chaplain,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of 
the  Orange  Young  Briton  Association,  provided  they  are  in 
active  membership  in  the  Orange  Association,  have  the 
required  Degrees,  and  are  not  over  twenty-five  years  of  age ; 
County  Masters  ;  Past  County  Masters,  who  have  held  that 
office  for  three  years ;  District  Masters ;  and,  in  the 
absence  of  a  County  or  District  Master,  or  when  either 
votes  in  any  other  capacity,  the  Deputy  Master  shall  be 
entitled  to  sit  and  vote,  or  a  proxy,  duly  appointed  in  open 
lodge  (all  of  whom  shall  have  the  Royal  Scarlet  Df^ree) 
and  who  must  he  a  member  of  such  Lodge,  may  vote  as  the 
representative  of  the  County  or  District. 

Annual!  Meeting. 

6.  The  Grand  Lodge  shall  meet  on  the  last  Tuesday  in 
the  month  of  May,  in  every  year,  except   as  hereinaiter 
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provided,  at  such  place  as  shall  be  fixed  upon  at  the  pre- 
ceding annual  »iieetirg. 

Officers  to  be  Elected. 

7.  At  each  annual  meeting  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  elect 
for  the  year,  as  provided  in  Rule  114,  a  Grand  Master, 
whose  title  shall  be  *' Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master;" 
a  Deputy  Grand  Master,  a  Grand  Chaplain,  a  Grand 
Secretary,  a  Grand  Treasurer,  a  Grand  Lecturer, 
a  Grand  Director  of  Ceremonies,  not  more  than  twenty 
Deputy  Grand  Chaplains,  a  Deputy  Gn  id  Secretary, 
a  Deputy  Grand  Treasurer,  two  Auditors,  and  a  Deputy 
Grand  Lecturer  for  each  of  the  Provinces  of  the  Dominion 
and  Newfoundland.  All  the  said  officers  shall,  by  virtue 
of  their  office,  be  members  of  che  Grand  Lodge,  entitled  to 
vote  therein  so  long  as  they  shall  hold  office,  and  until 
their  sucessorF.  have  been  appointed  and  installed ;  and 
thence  until  the  end  of  the  then  present  meeting.

Th«  Qrand  ilaster. 

la.  The  Grand  Master  shall,  it  present,  preside  at  all 
[meetings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  ;  if  absent  the  Deputy  Grand 
Master  shall  preside  ;  if  both  are  absent  the  Senior  Pro> 
vincial  Grand  Master;  if  these  are  absent  the  members 
present  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  to  preside  ;  and  the 
brother  so  selected  shall,  during  his  occupancy  of  the  chair, 
exercise  all  the  power  and  authority  of  the  Grand  Master. 

13.  The  Grand  Master  may  call  a  special  meeting  of 
th'S  Grand  Didgt;,  by  giving  the  members  fourteen  days' 
notice  by  mail ;  but  no  business  except  thst  for  which  such 
special  meeting  has  been  called  shall  be  transacted  thereat. 
He  may  also  call  the  annual  m*eting  at  an  earlier,  or 
post]|Sone  it  until  a  later,  day  than  that  fixed  by  Rule  6  of 
this  Constitution.  If  he  call  the  Annual  meeting  before 
the  date  fixed  by  Rule  6  of  this  Constitution  he  shall  cause 
notices  to  be  mailed  to  the  members  at  least  two  weeks 
previous  to  the  date  selected;  and,  if  he  postpone  the 
annual  meeting,  he  shall  cause  notice  to  be  mailed  to  the 
members  at  least  two  weeks  previous  to  the  last  Tuesday 
in  the  month  of  May.

15.  The  Grand  Master  shall  select  the  Annual,  ard  shall 
communicate  it  to  the  Provincial  Grand  Masters,  who  shall 
communicate  it  to  the  County  Masters  within  their  Prov- 
ince The  County  Masters  shall  communicate  it  to  the 
District  Masters,  and  the  District  Mast  ers  to  tlie  Masters 
of  Primary  Lodges  which  are  not  in  arrears  for  dues. 

16.  The  Grand  Master  shall  direct  the  affairs  of  the 
Assodation  when  the  Grand  Lodge  is  not  in  session ;  and 
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h\n  decision  on  any  question  shall  be  binding  and  final  until 
let  aside  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

17.  All  questions  submitted  to  the  Grand  Master  for 
decision,  and  his  answer  thereto,  shall  be  entered  by  him  in 
a  book  prepared  for  that  purpose  ;  and  such  questions  and 
answers  shall  be  published  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  each  year. 

18.  In  the  event  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  the  Grand 
Master,  or  of  his  absence  from  British  America,  or  of  a 
vacancy  occurring  in  the  office  from  any  other  cause,  the 
Deputy  Grar.cl  Master  shall  act  as  Grand  Master ;  and, 
should  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  be  unaole  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  (irand  Master,  then  the  senior  Provincial 
Grand  Master  shall  act  as  Gr.xnd  Master /r<7  fern. 

The  Deputy  Qrand  flaater. 

19.  The  Deputy  Grand  Master  shall  !:ccupy  the  deputy 
chair,  lie  shall  select  and  give  the  retiring  password  to  the 
members,  and  shall  assist  the  Grand  Master  in  the  discharge 
of  his  duties. 

The  Grand  Chaplain. 

20.  The  Grand  Chaplain  shall  conduct  the  religious  ser- 
vices of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Ihe  Qrand  Secretary. 

21.  The  Grand  Secretary  shall  be  the  custodian  of  the 
seals,  warrants,  warrant  plates,  registers,  rituals,  books, 
papers,  correspondence  and  other  property  of  the  Grand 
LoJge.  He  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
keep  a  correct  record  of  the  proceedings,  conduct  the  cor- 
respondence, attend  to  the  issue  of  warrants,  distribute  the 
rituals,  forms.  Annual  Reports  and  other  printed  matter  ; 
prepare  for  the  use  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  a  list  of  the  members, 
with  the  office  or  position  held  by  each ;  present  a  report 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  state 
and  progress  of  the  Association  and  the  correspondence  of 
the  year ;  and  remit  to  the  Grand  Treasurer,  on  the  first 
day  of  each  month,  any  money  that  may  have  come  into  his 
bands  during  the  preceding  month. 
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Tli«  Qrand  Tnm§unr. 

23.  The  Funds  of  the  Association  shall  be  lodged  In  tbt 
hands  of  the  Grand  Treasurer,  who  shall  produce  his  books 
and  vouchers  at  every  annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
to  be  examined  and  audited  by  the  Finance  Committee. 
He  shall  furnish  securities  to  be  approved  by  the  Grand 
Master.  No  money  fhall  be  paid  out  by  him  except  in 
pursuance  of  a  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
approved  of  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  on  the  written  order 
of  the  Grand  Master. 

The  Qrand  Lecturer. 

23.  The  Grand  Lecturer  shall  repeat  the  lectures  at  the 
opening  and  closing  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  instruct  the 
members  in  the  secret  work  when  called  upon  during  the 
ses^uns.  He  shall,  when  requested  by  a  Provincial  Grand 
Lodge,  attend  its  meetings  and  exemplify  the  Degrees. 
His  expenses  shall  be  paid  by  the  Lodge  requiring  his 
services. 

The  Qrand  Director  of  Ceramonict. 

24.  The  (xrand  Director  of  Ceremonies  shall  attend  all 
meetings  of  the  Grand  Lodge ;  proceed  in  advance  to  the 
place  where  they  are  to  be  held,  and  make  such  arrange- 
ments as  may  be  necessary  for  holding  them.  He  shall 
order  and  take  charge  of  all  processions  and  ceremonials  in 
which  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  take  part ;  assign  to  the 
various  ofHcers  and  lodges  their  positions,  according  to  Rule 
139 ;  and  see  that  the  members  are  clothed  in  the  regalia 
provided  tor  in  Rule  138. 

The  Deputy  Qrand  Officera. 

25.  The  Deputies  of  the  Grand  Chaplain,  Grand  Secre- 
tary, Grand  Treasurer  and  Grand  Lecturer  shall  assist  those 
ofHcers  in  the  discharge  of  their  respective  duties. 

Qeneral  Powers  off  Grand  Lodge  Offflcera. 

26.  The  Grand  Officers  shall  be  ex  ojfficio  members  of  all 
lodges,  and  entitled  to  exercise  the  rights  of  membership, 
except  in  the  distribution  of  funds,  the  election  of  officers, 
and  the  adoption  or  amendment  oi  By-laws. 
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Provincial  Grand  Lodges. 


Territorial  Limits. 

27.  Each  Province  into  which  British  America  is  now 
or  may  hereafter  be  subdivided  for  the  purposes  of  civil 
government  shall  constitute  the  territorial  limits  of  a  Pro- 
vincial Grand  Lodge,  excepting  the  Province  of  Ontario, 
which  shall  be  divided  into  two  Provinces,  as  follows :  That 
part  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  lying  west  of  the  Counties 
of  Durham  and  Victoria  shall  constitute  a  Province  to  be 
known  as  the  Province  of  Ontario  West ;  and  that  part  of 
the  Province  of  Oruario  bounded  on  the  west  by  the  western 
limits  of  the  Counties  of  Durham  and  Victoria  shall  consti- 
tute a  Province  to  be  known  as  the  Province  of  Ontario 
East. 

Seven  Primary  Lodges  necessary  to  Constitute  a  Provincial 

Qrand  Lodge. 

28.  No  warrant  shall  issue  for  the  opening  of  a  Provincial 
Grand  Lodge  unless  at  least  seven  Primary  Lodges  are 
working  within  such  Province ;  and,  until  seven  warrants 
have  been  issued  and  are  working  in  any  Province,  the 
Lodges  therein  shall  be  under  the  direct  control  and 
management  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Wlio  shall  compose  the  Provincial  l^rand  Lodges. 

29.  Provincial  Grand  Lodges  shall  be  composed  of  their 
ofhcers ;  Past  Grand  Masters  ;  Past  Provincial  Grand  Mas- 
ters ;  last  Past  Provincial  Grand  Officers  ;  Past  Provincial 
Grand  Officers  who  have  held  office  for  five  consecutive 
years  ;  County  and  District  Masters  ;  Past  County  and  Dis- 
trict Masters  ;  and  Masters  of  Primary  Lodges.  When  the 
Master  of  a  County,  District,  or  Primary  Lodge  is  absent, 
or  being  present,  votes  in  some  other  capacity,  the  Deputy 
Master  of  such  lods^e  may  represent  it ;  and,  in  the  absence 
of  the  Master  and  Deputy  Master,  then  a  proxy  duly 
appointed  in  open  lodge  (all  of  whom  shall  have  the  Royal 
Scarlet  Degree),  who  must  be  a  member  of  such  lodge,  may 
represent  it. 

Heetings,  Powers,  Dues,  Etc. 

30.  The  Provincial  Grand  Lodges  shall  meet  within  their 
respective  provinces  annually,  in  such  places  as  they  shall 
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determine  after  their  first  meeting,  at  any  time  not  later 
than  one  month  previous  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Grand 
Lodge ;  follow  the  same  order  of  business  as  provided  in 
Rule  ID ;  levy  dues  by  capitation  tax  or  otherwise  ;  divide 
their  territory  into  Counties,  and  make  such  by-laws  for  the 
management  of  their  affairs  as  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with 
the  Constitution  and  Laws. 

Officers  to  be  Elected. 

31.  At  the  annual  meeting  the  following  ofHcers  shall  be 
elected,  as  provided  in  rule  1 14  :  A  Master,  who  shall  be  de> 
signated  **  Right  Worshipful "  ;  a  Deputy  Master,  a  Junior 
Deputy  Master,  a  Chaplain,  a  Treasurer,  a  Secretary,  a 
Lecturer,  a  Director  of  Ceremonies,  a  Deputy  Chaplain  for 
every  County  Lodge  under  jurisdiction  of  said  Provincial 
Grand  Lodge  (but  no  brother  shall  be  appointed  unless  he 
be  a  clergyman  and  having  the  requisite  qualification  to  vote 
therein),  and  a  Deputy  Secretary.  All  the  foregoing  officers 
must  be  members  of  the  Royal  Scarlet  Order,  and  shall  be 
designated  Provincial  Grand  Officers. 

A  Quorum  Necessary. 

32.  No  meeting  of  a  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  shall  be 
held  unless  a  quorum  be  present.  A  quorum  shall  consist  of 
twelve  members,  all  of  whom  are  Companions  of  the  Royal 
Scarlet  Order. 

Pees  to  Qrand  Lodsre. 

33.  Each  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  shall  pay  annually  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  each  primary 
Lodge  not  declared  dormant  in  its  jurisdiction,  which  sum 
shall  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Grand  Lodge  imme- 
diately  after  each  annual  meeting. 


Powers    and    Duties   of   Provincial   Grand 

Lodge  Officers. 


The  Provincial  Grand  Master. 

34.  Each  Provincial  Grand  Master  shall,  by  virtue  of  hie 
office,  be  a  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge.

36.  Any  vacancy,  caused  by  death  or  otherwise,  in  the 
office  of  Provincial  Grand  Master,  shall  be  filled  by  the  suc- 
cession of  the  Deputy  Provincial  Grand  Master  ;  and  in  the 
event  of  his  death  or  resignation,  the  Junior  Deputy  Grand 
Master  shall  fill  the  office. 

The  Provincial  Qrand  Secretary. 

37.  Provincial  Grand  Secretaries  shall  furnish  to  the 
County  and  District  Masters  in  their  respective  Provinces 
all  blank  forms  of  returns,  etc.,  required  by  the  lodges. 
They  shall  transmit  annually  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  within 
two  weeks  after  the  annual  meeting  of  thfe  Provincial  Grand 
Lodge,  a  report  in  writing  giving  the  names  and  Post  Office 
addresses  of  the  Provincial  Grand  Officers,  County  Officers, 
County  Masters,  and  District  Masters  for  the  current  year, 
and  the  numberojf  lodges  in  each  County.  They  shall  for- 
ward at  the  same  time  a  statement  of  the  County  and  Dis- 
trict Lodges  which  have  made  their  Annual  Returns,  as 
well  as  of  those  which  have  not  done  so,  together  with  a 
list  'if  the  suspensions  and  expulsions  for  the  past  year,  and 
a  memorandum  of  the  time  and  place  selected  for  holding 
the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Provincial  Grand  Treasurer. 

38.  The  Provincial  Grand  Treasurer  shall  keep  the  books 
of  accounts  between  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  and  subor- 
dinate lodges  ;  and  he  shall  forward  to  the  Grand  Treasurer, 
immediately  after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Provincial 
Grand  Lodge,  all  Grand  Lodge  dues. 

General  Powers  of  Provincial  Grand  Lod^e  Officers. 

39.  Provincial  Grand  Officers  shall,  within  their  respec- 
tive jurisdictions,  have  all  the  powers  and  privileges  vested 
in  the  Grand  Officers,  but  in  subordination  (hereto,  and 
shall  discharge  duties  similar  to  those  assigned  to  the  re- 
spective officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge.

60.  Seven  members  shall  form  a  quorum  ;  and  no  Dis- 
trict Meeting  shall  be  held  unless  that  number  be  present. 

District  Lodges  to  be  Opened  in  the  Blue  Degree. 

61.  District  Lodges  must  be  opened  in  the  Blue  Degree, 
but  may  be  reduced  at  the  option  of  the  lodge. 

Officers  to  be  Elected. 

62.  The  members  shall  attend  the  annual  meeting  with- 
out notice,  when  there  shall  be  elected,  as  provided  in  Rule 
114:  A  Master  and  Deputy  Master,  who  shall  have  the 
Royal  Scarlet  Degree ;  a  Chaplain,  Recording  Secretary, 
Financial  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Director  of  Ceremonies  and

94.  The  Master  shall  be  responsible  for  the  good  govern- 
ment of  the  lodge,  and  shall  see  that  the  Constitution  and 
Rules  of  the  Association  are  observed. 

The  Deputy  flaster 

95.  The  Deputy  Master  shall  occupy  the  deputy  chair. 
He  shall  select  and  gwe  the  retiring  password  to  the  mem- 
bers, and  shall  assist  thb  Master  in  the  discharge  of  his 
duties. 

The  Chaplain 

96.  The  Chaplain  shall  conduct  tlie  religioui  services. 
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Th«  Recording  Secretary. 

97.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  be  the  custodian  of 
le  seal,  minute  book  and  papers  of  the  lodge.     He  shall 

ieep  a  record  of  the   proceedings,  issue   all   summonses, 
[onduct    the   correspondence,  make   out   all   returns,  and 
irform  such  other  duties  as  the  iudge  may  direct. 
The  Financial  Secretary. 

98.  The  Financial  Secretary  shall  keep  the  books  of 
Iccount  between  the  lodge  and  its  members;  prepare  and 
Wesent  at  the  meetings  in  March,  June,  September  and 
December  a  complete  list  of  those  in  arrears.     He  shall 

lake  a  demand  upon  each  member  in  arrears  for  payment 
lereof  at  least  once  in  each  year,  collect  and  receive  all 
loneys,  and  pay  the  same  over  to  the  Treasurer  before  the 
lose  cf  each  meeting.  » 

The  Treasurer. 

99.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  the  custodian  of  the  funds, 
id  shall  pay  accounts  passed  by  the  lodge  and  certified  by 
)e  Master.  He  shall,  when  required,  present  a  complete 
tatement  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  lodge.  He 
lall  forward  to  the  District  Treasurer,  before  or  at  the 
inual  District  Meeting,  all  dues,  and  perform  such  other 

[uties  as  pertain  to  his  ofBce. 
99^.  No  lodge  shall  either  directly  or  indirectly  re- 
md  any  portion  of  the  initiation  or  degree  fees,  and  any 
)dge  guilty  of  such  violation  of  the  Constitution  shall  not 
)e  entitled  to  the  Annual,  and  shall  be  liable  to  have  its 
warrant  taken  up. 

The  Director  of  Ceremonies. 

100.  The   Director  of  Ceremonies   shall   see  that  the 
lembers  are  clothed  in  the  regalia  provided  for  in  Rule 

[38,  take  charge  of  the  processions  and  ceremonies,  and 
lissign  to  the  ofHcers  and  members  their  positions,  as  pro- 
vided for  in  Rule  130.

108.  Members  who  have  not  withdrawn  their  certificates, 
id  who  have  the  current  Annual,   may   be  admitted  as 

fisitors  to  the  meeting  of  any  lodge. 

Rules  of  Order 

109.  The  following  shal'  be  the  Rules  of  Order : 

1.  The  Master  shall  preserve^ order  and  decorum,  and  decide  ques- 

tions of  order  or  practice,  stating  the  rule  applicable.  His 
decision  shall  be  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  lodge. 

2.  The  Master  shall  not  take  pan  in  any  debate,   nor  vote  on  any 

motion  unless  on  an  equal  division,  except  in  the  election  of 
officers,  when  he  may  cast  a  ballot.  He  may,  however, 
express  ois  views  on  any  question  being  debated,  before  the 
vote  is  taken. 

3.  Every  member  shall,  previous  to  speaking,  rise  and  address  the 

Master. 

4.  When  two  or  more  membsrs  rise  at  the  same   time  the  Master 

shall  decide  which  is  to  speak  first. 

5.  When  the  Master  is  putting  a  question  no  member  shall    speak 

or  move  about  the  Lodge  Room. 
G.  No  member,  while  speaking,  shall  be  interrupted,  except  to  ex- 
plain, or  upon  a  point  of  order. 

7.  When  a  member  is  called  to  order  he  shall  resume  his  seat  until 

the  question  of  order  is  decided  ;  he  may,  however,  be  per- 
mitted to  explain,  but  in  no  case  to  introduce  new  matter. 

8.  When  the  ruling  of  the  Master  is  appealed  against  he  shall  with- 

out debate  put  the  question  in  the  following  words  :  *'  Shall 
the  ruling  of  the  Master  be  sustained  ? "  He  shall  have  the 
right  to  state  his  reasons  for  the  decision  given. 

9.  No  member  shall  speak  disrespectfully  of  the  Queen,  or  of  any 

member  of  the  Royal  Family,  or  of  the  persons  administering 
the  Government  of  Canada  or  any  of  the  Provinces  ;  nor  shall 
he  use  any  improper  language,  nor  speak  beside  the  question 
in  debate. 

10.  No  member  shal!  speak  more  than  once  on  the  same  question, 
nor  longer  than  ten  minutes,  without  the  permission  of  the 
Lodge,  unless  in  explanation,  except  the  mover,  who  shall 
have  the  right  of  reply,  after  which  the  debate  shall  close. - 
This  rule  shall  not  be  applicable  when  in  Committee  of  the 
Whole. 

1.1.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,   except  when  it 
was  the  next  preceding  motion.

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When  a  question  is  being  debated  no  motion  shall  be  teccived 
except  to  amend,  to  postpone,  to  lay  on  the  table,  for  the 
previous  question,  to  adjourn,  or  to  commit.

Eut,  and,  until  decided,  shall  preclude  all_  amendments  or  de- 
ate,  and  shall  be  submitted  in  the  foUowins:  words  :  "  Shall 

the  vote  on  the  main  question  be  now  taken  ?  " 
All  motions  shall  be  submitted  in  the  order   in  which  _  they  are 

received,  except  to  amend,  for  fixing  dates  or  naming  sums 

when  that  for  the  largest  sum  or  tbe  longest  date  shall  be  sub- 
mitted first. 
All  motions,  before  being  debated,  shall  be  read  by  the  mover. 
No  motion  to  reconsider  shall  be  in  order  unless  made  by   a 

member  who  voted  with  ihe  majority. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Master  wben  a  motion  is  out  of  order 

to  inform  the  Lodge,  and  to  cite  the  Rule  applicable. 
No  motion  to  amend  an  amendment  to  an  amendment  shall  be 

received. 
The  yeas  and  nays  shall  only  be  taken  upon  the  request  of  seven 

members. 
Anv  member  refusing  to  take  his  seat  when  ordered  by  the 

Master  shall  be  suspended  for  the  session. 
In  all  unprovided  cases  the  Master  shall  decide^  but  his  decision 

shall  be  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Lodge.

Committee  of  the  Whole 

111.  It  shall  be  competent  for  a  lodge,  if  the  majority  of 
the  members  so  decide,  to  resolve  itself  into  Committee  of 
the  Whole  to  discuss  any  subject  which  may  come  before  k  ; 
and  in  such  case  the  Master  shall  appoint  a  member  to  act 
as  chairman.  When  a  lodge  is  in  Committee  of  the  Whole 
Rules  of  Order  Nos.  10  and  12  shall  not  apply. 

By-Laws 

112.  Lodges  shall  have  power,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  members  present,  to  make  by-laws  for  their  internal 
government,  and  for  the  imposition  and  collection  of  fees 
for  ordinary  or  benevolent  purposes,  which  are  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  Constitution  or  by-laws  of  any  superior 
lodge.  The  by-laws  of  Primary  Lodges  shall  be  examined 
and  approved  by  the  Provincial  Grand  Master  under  whose 
jurisdiction  the  lodges  are  located  ;  and  the  by-laws  of  Dis-

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Eligibility  for  Office. 

13.  No  brother  shall  be  eligible  for  election  to  an  office

Copies  of  Constitution  and  Reports  to  be  Plied. 

117*  Every  lodge  shall  keep  on  file  a  copy  of  the  Con< 
[fititution  and  of  the  Reports  of  the  Grand  Lodge ;  and  the 
Secretary  shall  from  time  to  time  note  in  the  book  of'  the 
Constitution  all  changes  made  therein. 
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Where  Lodse  Meetingf  •hall  not  be  held. 

ii8.  No  lodge  meeting  shall  be  held  in  a  hotel,  lavcrri 
or  saloon,  nor  shall  any  intoxicating  liquor  be  introduced  c 
used  as  a  beverage  in  a  lodge  room,  either  before  or  durin 
a  meeting,  or  at  its  close. 

Members  shall  not  Leave  Without  Permission.

121.  The  Master  of  a  lodge  shall  be  ex  officio  a  meml)ei 
of  all  Committees  of  the  Lodge. 

122.  No  member  shall  communicate  the  Annual  to 
another,  unless  authorized  by  the  Master  of  his  lodge,  and 
then  only  to  a  member  thereof. 

123.  Any  question  arising,  which  is  not  provided  for  by 
the  Constitution,  shall  be  decided  by  the  Master,  subject  to 
an  appeal  to  the  lodge,  and  afterwards  to  the  Grand 
Master.  

Warrants. 

Whv<t  Shall  Grant  Warrants. 

124.  All  warrants  shall  be  issued  by  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and  shall  be  signed  by  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secre- 
tary ;  and  no  meeting  of  any  lodge  shall  be  held  unless 
under  and  by  virtue  of  a  warrant. 

Applications  for  Warrants. 

125.  An  application  for  a  Primary  Lod^e  warrant  must 
be  made  by  not  less  than  six  brethren  having  certificates, 
who  shall  set  forth  the  name  of  the  brother  they  have 
selected  to  be  the  Master,  and  the  place  where  the  meetings 
are  to  be  held ;  or,  if  the  applicants  are  not  Orangemen 
or  if  they  have  not  obtained  ail  the  degrees,  the  Grand 
Master  shall  ib?ue  his  dispensation  to  open  a  lodge,  and 
initiate  the  charter  .^embeis,  and  confer  the  several  degrees 
on   all   charter   members  who  have  not  already  obtained 
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lem.  Applications  for  warrants  or  renewals  for  Primary 
^od^es  shall  be  made  to  the  Grand  Secretary  through  the 
►istrict  and  C»unty  Masters  and  the  Provmcial  Grand 
Secretary,  who  must  recommend  the  same  before  they  can 
fe  issued.  Where  no  Provincial  Grand  I^odge  exists 
[pplication  shall  be  made  to  the  Grand  Secretary.  An 
Application  for  a  District  Lodge  warrant  shall  be  made  to 
»e  Grand  Secretary  by  the  County  Lodge  in  whose  juris- 
[iction  it  is  to  be  held  ;  and  an  application  for  a  County 
^odge  warrant  shall  be  made  by  the  Provincial  Grand 
^odge  in  whose  jurisdiction  it  is  to  be  situated;  and  an 
Application  for  a  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  warrant  shall  be 
^lade  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Pees  for  Warrants. 

126.  The  fee  for  a  new  warrant  under  the  Incorporation 
LCt  for  a  Primary  Lodge  shall  be  ten  dollars  ;  for  an  Incor- 
)oration  warrant  of  an  existing  lodge,  six  dollars,  and  for 

renewal  warrant  of  the  same,  three  dollars.     The  fee  for  a 

warrant  for  a  District  Lodge  shall  be  six  dollars  ;   for  a 

warrant     for    a     County     Lodge,     six     dollars  ;      for     a 

mrrant  for  a  Provincial  Grand  I^dge,  ten  dollars.     The 

ffee   must  in  all  cases  accompany  the  application  to  the 

|Grand  Secretary. 

Dormant  Warrants. 

127.  When  a  lodge  becomes  dormant,  it  shall  be  the 
[duty  of  the  Master  of  ♦he  next  superior  lodge  to  demand 
land  take  possession  of  the  warrant  and  all  other  property, 

in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  lodge  which  he  represents. 
Any  claim  for  rents  which  may  be  standing  against  the 
property  of  the  lodge  shall  be  liquidated  by  the  lodge  which 
^  has  taken  possession  of  the  property  ;  and  any  member  or 
members  who  shall  apply  for  such  property  thereafter  shall 
first  reimburse  said  lodge  in  the  amount  paid  by  it.  Any 
memi  er  who  shall  under  any  circumstances  retain  or  refuse 
to  give  up  possession  of  warrant  or  other  property  of  a 
dormant  lodge  shall  be  expelled  from  the  Association. 

Loaning  Warrants,  etc. 

128.  Any  member  who  shall  loan  or  use  a  warrant  for 
opening  or  holding  any  lodge  other  than  the  one  for  which 
H  was  ispiTpr),  (,r  u'v>  q^nll  mho  it  for  holding  a  lodge  outside 
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the  place  or  territory  it  was  granted  for,  or  who  shall  give 
a  copy  or  duplicate  of  the  same  for  the  opening  or  holding 
of  any  lodge/  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  violation  of  his 
trust,  and  shall  be  suspended  or  expelled.  Any  brother 
acting  under  a  warrant  so  loaned  or  held,  or  a  copy  or 
duplicate  so  given,  shall  likewise  be  suspended  or  expelled  ; 
and  no  lodge  or  member  of  the  Association  shall  knowingly 
acknjwledge  any  individual  thus  surreptitiously  initiated ; 
and  any  officer  giving  the  Annual  to  any  of  the  .offending 
parties,  or  to  any  of  the  surreptitiously  introduced  members, 
shall  be  considered  equally  guilty,  and  shall  be  suspended 
or  expelled. 


Membership. 


How  to  Obtain  riembershlp. 

129.  Candidates  for  membership  (who  must  be  at  least 
eighteen  years  of  age)  shall  make  application  in  writing  to 
the  Primary  Lodge  nearest  to  their  place  of  residence 
(except  in  cities,  towns  or  villages  where  mok  than  one 
lodge  exists,  application  may  be  made  to  any  of  them),  and 
must  be  recommended  by  two  members  of  the  lodge,  who 
shall  sign  the  application,  which  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  to  be  reported  upon  at  a  subsequent  meeting. 
If  three  ballots  are  cast  against  the  admission  of  a  candi- 
date he  shall  be  rejected.  Rejected  candidates  may  again 
apply  for  admission  twelve  months  after  the  date  of  their 
rejection  ;  but  in  no  case  shall  they  make  application  to  two 
or  more  lodges  at  the  same  time.

How  Conferred.

)range,  Purple,  Blue,  Royal  Arch  Purple  and  Royal 
Icarlet,  which  shall  be  conferred  only  in  open  lodge  ;  the 
irst  four  shall  be  conferred  under  an  Orange  warrant,  and 
~ie  fifth  under  the  authority  of  a  Royal  Scarlet  Dispensation. 

When  Degrees  may  be  Conferred. 

134.  One  month  shall  elapse  between  the  conferring  of 
bach  Degree,  except  where  otherwise  provided ;  but  in  no 

ise  shall  it  be  lawful  to  confer  any  Degree  out  of  rotation. 
\o  member  shall  be  advanced  to  a  higher  Degree  without 
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tirst   being  ex.imined  in  open  lodge  nnd  prnvinj;  hiniM 
proficient,  in  the  work  of  the  preceding  Degree. 

Dispensation  to  Confer  Decrees. 

135.  The  Grand  and  Provincial  Grand  Masters  shal 
have  power  to  confer,  or  authorize  the  conferring  of  Degree 
without  awaiting  the  lapse  of  the  usual  probationary  l\mt 
An  entry  of  the  authority  by  which  Degrees  were  so  cun. 
ferred  shall  be  made  in  the  Initiation  or  Degree  Book  of  the 
lodge  to  which  the  member  or  members  to  be  advanccii 
belong. 

Decrees  may  be  Conferred  in  Different  Lodges. 

136.  Upon  payment  of  the  fee,  and  upon  presentation  of 
a  certificate  to  that  effect  from  the  Master  of  his  lodge,  n 
member  may  receive  any  Degree  conferrable  under  an 
Orange  Warrrnt  in  another  lodge;  but  an  entry  of  such 
ndvancement  shall  be  made  in  the  Degree  Book  of  his 
lodce. 

Pee  for  Degrees. 

137.  The  fee  for  the  several  Degrees  shall  be  as  follows  : 
Orange,  not  less  than  $2,  nojr  more  than  $5  ;  Purple,  not 
less  than  $1,  nor  more  than  $5  ;  Blue,  not  less  than  $1,  nor 
mor<t  than  $5 ;  Royal  Arch  Purple,  not  less  than  $2,  nor 
more  than  $10  ;  Orange  Lodges  may  collect  the  fee  for  all 
the  Degrees  conferrable  under  an  Orange  Warrant  from  the 
candidate  in  a  lump  sum  in  advance ;  Royal  Scarlet,  not 
less  than  $3,  nor  more  than  $10.

BENEFIT  FUND 


The  Insurance  and  Endowment  scheme  was  adopted 
by  the  R.  W.  Grand  Orange  Lodge  of  Ontario  West  at  a 
special  meeting  held  in  Toronto,  September,  1881,  and 
subsequently  in  accordance  with  resolutions  adopted  by  said 
Provincial  Grand  Lodge  at  its  meetings  held  at  St.  Thomas 
and  Owen  Sound  in  1891  and  1892  respectively,  and, 
approved  of  by  the  M.  W.  the  Grand  Orange  Lodge  of  British 
America,  a  transfer  of  the  Insurance  Department  to  the 
G.O.L.  of  B.  A.  was  carried  into  etfect  at  the  first  meeting 
in  February,  1893. 


BENEFIT  FUND  RULES. 


Name. 

1.  This  Fund  shall  be  known  as  the  "Grand  Orange 
Lodge  of  British  America  Benefit  Fund." 

Object. 

2.  The  object  of  the  Benefit  Fund  is  set  out  in  sub-section 
(i)  of  section  i  of  53  Vic.  Cap.  35,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  In- 
corporate  the  Grand  Orange  Lodge  of  British  America." 

Head  Office. 

3.  The  Head  Office  of  the  Benefit  Fund  shall  be  in  the 
City  of  Toronto. 
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Membership. 

4.  The  membership  of  the  Benefit  Fund  shall  hereafter 
be  composed  exclusively  of  such  brethren  who,  at  the  time 
of  their  application,  are  between  eighteen  and  fifty  years  of 
age,  and  are  then  membsrs  in  good  standing  in  some  Prim, 
ary  Lodge  of  Orangemen,  or  Orange  Young  Britons,  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Orange  Lodge  of  British 
America,  or  of  some  Lodge  in  any  of  the  following  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  namely,  the  Border  States  of 
Maine,  Wew  Hampshire,  Vermont,  New  York,  Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio,  Michigan,  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  North  Da- 
kota, Montana,  Idaho  and  Washington,  and  who  have  made 
due  application  for  admission,  and  passed  before  a  regularly 
qualified  medical  practitioner  a  satisfactory  examination, 
which  must  be  approved  of  by  the  Medical  Referee  of  the 
Benefit  Fund,  and  accepted  by  the  Executive. 

Withdrawn,  Suspended  or  Expelled  Members. 

5.  Should  a  member  of  the  Benefit  Fund  be  suspended  or 
expelled  from  his  Primary  Lodge  from  any  cause,  or  should 
he  withdraw  from  membership  in  the  Orange  Association 
before  he  has  been  for  three  (3)  years  a  member  of  the 
Benefit  Fund,  in  case  of  death  his  representatives  shall  not 
be  entitled  to  any  benefits  from  said  Fund,  but  should  a 
member  of  the  Benefit  Fund  remain  in  good  standing  therein 
for  three  years  from  the  date  of  his  application,  or  in  the 
case  of  members  in  good  standing  on  the  first  day  of  June, 
1898,  for  three  years  from  that  date,  and  thereafter  with- 
draw from  membership  in  the  Orange  Association,  such 
withdrawal  shall  not  aflfect  his  standing  in  the  Benefit  Fund, 
and  in  case  of  death  his  representative  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
benefits  of  the  Fund  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  connection 
with  the  Orange  Association  had  been  maintained.     And  a 
member  taking  advantage  of  the  above  clause  by  withdraw- 
ing from  the  Orange  Society,  shall  pay  annually,  in  advance, 
the  sum  of  two  dollars  in  addition  to  his  assessments. 

Revenue. 

6.  The  revenue  of  this  Benefit  Fund  shall  be  derived  from 
the  application  and  registration  fees  and  assessments  of  its 
members,  arid  the  interest  on  the  investment  of  the  reserve 
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Iniurance  Benefit. 

7.  The  Insurance  Benefit  payable  as  hereinafter  provided 
on  the  death  of  a  member  who  was  in  good  standing  at  the 
date  of  his  death,  shall  be  one  thousand  dollars,  two  thous- 
and dollars,  or  three  thousand  dollars,  according  to  the  sum 
for  which  he  shall  be  enrolled  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
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Claims  not  to  be     ^r  itlfvied  at  Collaterals. 

8.  No  benefit  claim  or  'iowL*unt  certificate  shall  be 
made  payable  to  or  assigned  to  othtic  J  as  collateral  security 
for  debt,  nor  shall  the  beneficiary  or  beneficiaries  be  changed 
except  in  accordance  with  law. 

Qood  5tan<Einff. 

9.  The  term  "good  standing"  in  this  Benefit  Fund  signi- 
fies that  the  member  has  not  withdrawn  from  his  Primiary 
Lodge  (except  as  provided  for  in  Clause  4  of  these  rules) 
and  is  not  either  suspended  or  expelled  therefrom,  and  from 
the  Orange  Association,  and  that  he  has  paid  within  the 
prescribed  time  all  his  assessments  for  the  Insurance  or 
other  funds  of  the  Benefit  Fund,  as  well  as  all  dues,  capita- 
tion tax,  or  other  demands  provided  for  in  the  Constitution 
and  Laws  of  the  Orange  Association  or  this  Benefit  Fund. 

10.  If  a  member  is  not  in  good  standing  he  is  not  eligible 
to  ofiice,  and  if  an  ofiicer  be  forfeits  his  office.  A  member 
not  in  good  standing  loses  all  his  rights  and  claims  upon  the 
Benefit  Fund,  of  whatsoever  kind  and  nature,  and  can  only 
regain  them  when  reinstated  according  to  the  rules  of  the 
Benefit  Fund. 

11.  Upon  satisfactory  proof  of  the  death  of  a  member  of 
this  Benefit  Fund,  who  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  in  good 
standing,  his  beneficiaries  or  representative  shall  receive, 
within  sixty  days  from  the  time  such  proofs  are  filed  with 
the  Secretary,  a  sum  not  to  exceed  in  any  case  $p,ooo, 
$2,000,  or  1>.'?,ooo,  according  to  the  terms  of  his  certificate 
of  membership. 
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12.  The  Executive  of  the  said  Benefit  Fund  shall  consist 
of  a  President  and  four  brethren,  members  of  the  Benefit 
Fund,  who  shall  be  elected  annually  by  a  majority  vote  of 
the  members  of  the  Benefit  Fund  present  at  Grand  Lodge 
meeting,  three  members  to  form  a  quorum. 

13.  The  ofiicers  of  the  said  Benefit  Fund  shall  consist 
ot  a  President  and  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  The  M.W. 
Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Orange  Lodge,  of  British 
America  shall  be  the  President  of  said  Benefit  Fund,  and  a 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the 
members  of  the  said  Executive  Committee,  and  who  shall 
be  members  of  said  Benefit  Fund,  and  who  shall  not  be 
members  of  the  Executive  when  appointed  Secretary  or 
Treasurer. 

Duties  of  Offlcerf. 

14.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Executive.  He  shall  sign  the  certificates  of  membership 
and  orders  drawn  on  the  Treasurer,  and  shall  see  that  the 
laws  and  regulations  of  the  Benefit  Fund  are  faithfully  and 
properly  executed.  In  the  absence  of  the  President,  the 
other  members  of  the  Executive  present  may  elect  a  chair- 
man to  perform  the  duties  of  President. 

15.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  all  meetings  of  the  Executive,  and  of  its  business  trans- 
actions; keep  the  books  of  account,  and  conduct  the 
correspondence;  collect  and  receive  moneys  due  to  the 
Benefit  Fund,  and,  as  soon  as  the  sum  in  his  hands  amounts 
to  $200,  pay  over  the  same  to  the  Treasurer,  taking  his 
receipt  therefor ;  prepare  the  certificates  of  membership 
and  all  communications  called  for  and  required  by  the 
officers ;  keep  a  record  of  the  names  of  deceased  members 
of  the  Benefit  Fund  and  of  the  amount  paid  to  their  repre- 
sentatives ;  keep  a  record,  in  the  books  of  the  Benefit  Fund, 
of  the  names  of  the  members  who  have  paid  and  of  those 
who  have  failed  to  pay  the  assessments  made  upon  them, 
and  also  of  thos4  wnose  applications  have  been  rejected  ; 
make  annually,  or  oftener  if  required  by  the  President  or 
Executive,  a  full  report  in  writing  of  the  transactions  and 
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conditions  of  the  Benefit  Fund,  and  perform  such  duties  as 
may  be  required  of  him  by  the   President  or  Executive. 
For  such  services  he  shall  receive  from  year  to  year  a 
stipulated  salary  as  agreed  upon  by  the  Executive  so  long 
as  he  shall  conduct  the  business  in  an  efficient  manner.   He 
shall  be  furnished  with  whatever  assistance  the  Executive 
may  deem  necessary  to  conduct  the  business  satisfactorily. 
He  shall  give  a  bond  to  the  President  and  his  successors  in 
office  in  the  sum  of  at  least  $2,000  from  a  Guarantee  Com- 
pany named  by  the  President  and  approved  by  the  Execu- 
tive, the  premium  of  which  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Benefit 
Fund,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  for 
the  proper  care  and  accounting   for  all  moneys  or  other 
property  of  the  Benefit  Fund  that  may  come  into  his  pos- 
session. 

x6.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  and  securities 
from  the  Secretary,  giving  his  receipt  therefor,  and  deposit 
the  same  in  a  chartered  bank  in  the  name  of  "  The  Grand 
Orange  Lodge  of   British  America  Benefit   Fund."    Ail 
moneys  shall  be  paid  out  by  cheque,  signed  by  the  Treas- 
urer and  countersigned  by  the  President,  or  on  order  given 
by  President  or  such  other  person  as  shall  be  designated  by 
the  Executive.     He  shall  make  annually,  or  oftener  if  re- 
quired   by  the  President  or  Executive,  a  full  report  of 
receipts  and  expenditures  and  of  all  matters  affecting  the 
financial  condition  of  the  Fund.     He  shall  give  a  bond  from 
a  Guarantee  Company,  to  be  named  by  the  President  and 
approved  by  the  Executive,  in  the  sum  of  at  least  two 
thousand  dollars  (the  premiums  of  which  shall  be  paid  out 
of  the  Benefit  Fund),  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
duties  of  his  office,  and  for  the  proper  care  and  accounting 
for  and  depositing  in  the  Bank,  or  return  of  all  moneys  or 
other  property  of  the  Fund  that  may  come  into  his  pos- 
session. 

17.  The  Medical  Referee  shall  examine  all  applications 
for  membership  after  the  same  shall  have  passed  the  Medi- 
cal Examiner,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
required  of  him  by  the  President  or  Executive. 

18,  The  Legal  Adviser  shall  perform  such  duties  as  may 
be  required  of  him  by  the  President  or  Elxecutivef 
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19.  Applications  must  be  made  upon  the  proper  forms, 
and  countersigned  by  the  Master,  or  Recording  or  Financial 
Secretary  of  the  Primary  Lodge  to  which  the  applicant 
belongs.  They  must  be  accompanied  by  an  application  fee 
of  $3  for  each  $1,000,  and  the  Master,  agent,  or  some 
brother  appointed  by  the  Piimary  Lodge  or  the  Executive, 
shall  forward  the  fee  and  see  that  the  papers  are  completed. 

20.  Should  a  candidate  be  rejected  the  application  fee 
shall  be  returned. 

21.  The  names  of  all  rejected  applicants  shall  be  entered 
on  the  Register. 

R«fl:latrBtlon  Pee. 

22.  Upon  receipt  of  his  certificate  of  membership,  the 
applicant  shall  forthwith  remit  to  the  Secretary  the  sum  of 
$1,  the  fee  for  regist-ation. 

Asseisnents. 

23.  The  assessment  of  all  members  of  this  Benefit  Fund 
shall  be  graded  according  to  age,  and  the  first  payment  shall 
be  made  on  the  issue  of  the  certificate,  and  all  succeeding 
payments  on  the  first  day  of  each  calendar  month  thereafter. 

24.  The  monthly  rates  of  assessments  which  every  mem* 
ber  shall  pay,  according  to  his  age  at  the  date  of  his  enrol- 
ment, shall  be  as  follows  : — 
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and  shall  pay  the  sa*ne  rate  of  assessments  thereafter  so 
long  as  he  remains  continuously  in  good  standinc;  in  the 
Benefit  Fund,  if  at  the  time  of  his  admission  or  at  the  time 
of  his  last  reinstatement  he  was  under  fifty  years  of  age. 

25.  For  additional  insurance  after  admission  he  shall  pay 
(issessments  according  to  his  age  at  the  time  of  taking  such 
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iulditional  insurance ;  but  no  additional  insurance  shall  be 
allowed  to  members  who  have  passed  their  fiftieth  birthday. 

26.  At  or  before  the  close  of  each  and  every  month, 
each  member  shall,  withtut  notice^  pay  into  the  hands  of  the 
Secretary  to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  his  account  for  the 
next  ensuing  monthly  assessment,  a  sum  sufficient  to  leave  a 
balance  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  ensuing  month,  in  his 
favor,  of  at  least  one  lull  assessment  tor  every  thousand 
dollars  of  insurance  held  by  him,  according  to  the  schedule 
of  rates  provided  for  in  the  rules  of  the  Benefit  Fund. 


Penalty  for  Non-Payment. 

27.  And  in  case  a  member  has  not  to  his  credit  the  full 
amount  of  one  assessment  for  each  one  thousand  dollars  of 
insurance  held  by  him  on  the  first  day  of  each  and  every 
month,  he  shail  stand  suspended,  and  he  shall  not  be  en- 
titled to  any  benefits  from  the  Benefit  Fund  during  the 
time  of  such  suspension,  and  until  he  has  been  duly  and 
legally  reinstated. 

Special  Aitcssmente. 

28.  Whenever  there  are  no  available  funds  to  pay  the 
insurance  or  other  benefits  of  the  Benefit  Fund,  the  Execu- 
tive shall  order  a  special  assessment,  which  shall  be  paid  by 
each  member  to  the  Secretary  within  thirty  days  from  the 
date  of  the  call. 

29.  Members  failing  to  pay  within  thirty  days  from  the 
date  of  the  Secretary's  call,  the  special  assessment  ordered 
by  the  Executive,  shall  stand  suspended. 

Forfeiture  of  ilembershlp. 

30.  On  the  15th  day  of  each  calendar  month  the  Secretary 
having  examined  the  Books,  shall  notify  all  membeis  who 
have  failed  to  pay  their  assessments,  that  they  have,  in 
accordance  with  rule  No.  27,  forfeited  their  membership  and 
all  benefits  appertaining  thereto.  Upon  any  member  so 
forfeiting  his  membership  giving  satisfactory  explanations  to 
the  Executive,  paying  all  charges  and  dues,  and  again  pass- 
ing the  medical  examinations  referred  to  in  Section  46  of 
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this  Constitution,  the  Executive  may  reinstate  him,  and 
place  him  in  the  same  position  as  if  no  forfeiture  had  taken 
place.  This  application  must  be  made  within  thirty  days 
after  forfeiture  ot  membership,  or  within  such  further  time 
not  exceeding  three  calendar  months,  after  forfeiture  of 
membership  as  the  Executive  may,  on  being  informed  of  all 
the  circumstances  of  the  case,  deem  reasonable. 

31.  All  assessments  must  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  this 
Benefit  Fund  by  bank  draft,  post  office  order,  or  registered 
letter  (containing  money  only),  and  to  the  post  office 
address  of  the  Secretary. 

Insurance  Certificate. 

32.  Every  person  at  the  time  of  applying  for  admission, 
shall  state  in  the  application  what  amount  of  insurance  he 
desires  to  take,  and  a  certificate  for  the  sum  so  chosen  shall 
be  issued  to  him,  unless  the  sum  so  chosen  shall  have  been 
reduced  by  the  Executive,  in  which  case  the  certificate  shall 
only  be  for  the  sum  granted  by  the  Executive. 

{a)  He  shall  not  be  privileged  thereafter  to  change  the 
same,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

{d)  Upon  furnishing  satisfactory  proof  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  loss  of  the  Insurance  Certificate,  and  the  payment  of  a 
fee  of  fifty  cents,  a  duplicate  thereof  may  be  issued  to  such 
member.

34.  A  member  may  at  any  time,  while  in  good  standing, 
make  any  change  in  the  designation  of  his  beneficiary,  not 
contrary  to  law,  in  the  following  manner,  namely : 

(a)  By  filing  a  written  petition  with  the  Secretary,  set- 
ting forth  fully  and  clearly  the  changes  he  desires  to  make, 
and  also  endorsing  the  same  on  his  certificate,  and 
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{d)  By  paying  a  fee  of  fifty  cents,  and 

{c)  By  forwarding  his  Insurance  Certificate  to  the  Secre- 
tary, and 

{d)  On  the  receipt  of  the  certificate  and  the  fee,  together 
with  the  petition  as  above  provided,  the  Secretary  shall 
submit  the  same  to  the  Executive,  and  if  approved  of  the 
Secretary  shall  endorse  on  the  certificate  th^  approval,  and 
make  an  entry  thereof  in  the  books  of  the  Benefit  Fund,  but 
any  change  so  made  shall  be  subject  to  any  Statutory  law 
relating  to  such  insurance  in  force  at  the  time  the  same  is 
made. 

IncreotloK  Insurance. 

35.  A  member  desiring  to  increase  his  insurance  shall 
make  written  application  to  the  Secretary,  who  shall  sub- 
mit the  same  to  the  Executive. 

(a)  If  the  Executive  agrees  to  such  application  it  shall  be 
endorsed  thereon,  and  attested  with  the  signature  o(  the 
Pre*iident. 

{b)  If  the  application  is  made  within  thirty  days  of  the 
last  medical  examination,  unless  a  fresh  medical  examin- 
ation is  required  by  the  Executive,  the  applicant  shall 
simply  sign  the  declaration  of  health  as  required  by  the 
Executive. 

{c)  If  the  application  is  made  more  than  thirty  days  after 
the  last  medical  examination,  or  if  required  by  the  Execu- 
tive, then  the  applicant  must  again  pass  the  medical 
exairination,  the  same  as  new  members. 

(d)  Upon  complying  with  the  foregoing  provisions,  if  the 
Executive  approve  of  the  application,  the  Secretary  shall 
notify  the  applicant  to  forward  his  old  Insurance  Certificate, 
together  with  a  fee  of  fifty  cents  and  the  required  registra- 
tion Fee. 

{e)  Upon  the  receipt  of  the  above  by  the  Secretary,  he 
shall  duly  enter  the  change  in  the  Register,  and  forthwith 
forward  to  the  member  the  new  Insurance  Certificate  for  the 
increased  amount  of  insurance. 


So 
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(/)  Members  shall  pay  on  any  increased  insurance  benefit 
the  rates  provided  for  their  actual  ages  at  the  time  of  taking 
such  increased  Insurance  Benefit. 

{g)  Whenever  a  second  or  duplicate  certificate  is  issued, 
whether  to  replace  a  lost  certificate  or  for  increased  insur- 
ance, the  first  certificate  shall,  i/>so  facto^  become  void. 

Pftyment  of  Insurance. 

36.  Within  sixty  days  of  the  date  of  the  filing  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  required  **  proof  of  claim,"  which  shall  be 
on  forms  approved  of  by  the  Executive,  furnished  by  the 
Secretary,  and  duly  attested,  proving  the  death  of  a  member 
who  was  in  good  standing  at  the  date  of  his  death  (together 
with  the  necessary  papers  of  the  Probate  or  Surrogate 
Court,  if  required  by  the  Executive),  the  insurance  shall  be 
paid  to  the  beneficiary  or  beneficiaries,  or  personal  represen- 
tatives of  the  deceased  member  who  shall  be  legally  en- 
Htled  thereto. 

Claims  may  Lapse. 


37.  If  the  required  "proof  of  claim"  is  not  filed  within 
twelve  calendar  months  from  the  date  of  the  death  of  the 
member,  then  in  such  case  all  claims  whatsoever  which  the 
beneficiary  or  beneficiaries,  or  personal  representatives, 
might  have  had  against  the  Benefit  Fund  in  respect  of  such 
death,  shall  lapse  and  become  absolutely  null  and  void. 

38.  In  case  of  a  refusal  to  pay  a  clarm,  and  the  benefici- 
ary or  personal  representative  of  the  deceased  fail  to  take 
action  or  other  legal  proceedings  to  establish  the  claim 
within  twelve  calendar  months  from  the  date  of  the  death 
of  the  member,  then  in  such  case  the  r'  '**n  p.hall  lapse  and 
become  absolutely  null  and  void. 

39.  No  member  shall  be  entitled  to  bring  any  action  or 
other  legal  proceedings  against  tbe  Benefit  Fund  until  he 
has  exhausted  all  the  remedies  provided  for  in  the  rules  of 
tne  Benefit  Fund,  by  appeals  or  otherwise. 
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Funds. 

» 

40.  The  management  funds  shall  be  composed  of  the  fees 
derived  from  applications  for  membership,  the  registration 
fee,  and  the  annual  fee  of  one  dollar  from  each  member, 
which  latter  fee  shall  be  payable  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  October  in  each  year,  and  shall  be  applied  in  payment  of 
medical  examiners,  officers,  and  special  agents'  fees,  and 
office  expenditure  of  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

41.  The  death  benefit  fund  shall  be  composed  of  the 
receipts  from  monthly  assessments,  and  special  assessments 
when  necessary  and  duly  made  by  the  Executive,  and  all 
death  benefits  must  be  paid  out  of  same. 

42.  The  reserve  fund  shall  be  composed  of  the  surplus 
derived  from  monthly  assessments  over  what  is  required  for 
payment  of  death  claims,  and  interest  thereon,  and  an 
amount  equal  to  five  per  cent,  from  each  and  every  assess- 
ment. When  the  Executive  think  that  the  reserve  fund  is 
sufficient  to  warrant  them  in  making  provision  for  death 
benefits  out  of  the  same  without  affecting  the  stability  of 
the  Benefit  Fund,  they  may  dispense  with  payment  of  one 
or  more  assessments,  and  pay  the  same  out  of  the  reserve 
fund. 

Auditors. 

43.  Two  Auditors  shall  be  appointed  annually,  one  by 
the  President,  and  one  by  the  members  of  the  Benefit  Fund, 
at  the  annual  meeting,  who  shall  audit  the  books  of  the 
Benefit  Fund,  and  make  their  report  thereon  not  later  than 
the  1 5th  day  of  January,  in  each  year.  They  shall  be  paid 
for  their  services  such  sums  as  shall  be  agreed  upon  between 
the  Executive  and  themselves. 


Seal. 


44.  A  seal  shall  be  procured,  of  a  design  selected  and 
approved  by  the  Executive,  which  shall  be  attached  to  all 
certificates  of  membership  or  other  official  documents,  save 
and  except  the  notices  to  members. 
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Medical  Officers.  « 

45.  A  Medical  Officer  shall  be  nominated  by  the  District 
Master  for  each  District  upon  the  request  of  the  Master  of 
a  Primary  Lodge,  or  the  Agent  for  such  district,  and  in  case 
that  the  District  Master  has  not  so  appointed,  or  where  it 
may  be  necessary  that  additional  examiners  are  required, 
the  Agent  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  the  District  Master 
in  so  appointing  a  Medical  Officer  or  Officers,  and  such 
appointment  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Presi- 
dent,  and  shall,  whenever  possible  or  advisable,  be  a  mem- 
ber in  good  standing  of  the  Loyal  Orange  Association.  He 
shall  in  all  cases  be  a  regularly  qualified  practitioner, 

46.  The  Medical  Officer  shall  carefully  examine  all 
candidates  who  are  instructed  to  appear  before  him,  and 
make  full  reports  to  the  Medical  Examiner,  upon  the  forms 
supplied ;  for  his  services  he  shall  receive  the  s>um  of  $1, 
which  shall  be  paid  to  him  at  the  time  of  such  examination 
by  the  applicant. 

47.  Not  more  than  one  Medical  Officer  shall  be  appointed 
in  each  District,  except  in  cases  where,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Executive,  it  would  promt te  "he  best  intevests  of  the 
Benefit  Fund  to  appoint  more  ihaa  one. 

Certificate. 

48.  The  Secretary  shall  furnish  each  member  of  the 
Benefit  Fund  with  a  certificate  of  membership,  signed  by 
the  President  and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary,  with  the 
sea!  of  the"  Benefit  Fund  attached.  On  payment  of  the 
insurance  stipulated,  it  shall  be  surrendered  and  delivered 
to  the  Secretary  by  the  beneficiaries  or  representatives  of 
the  deceased  member.  Such  certificate  shall  be  filed  by  the 
Secretary  in  his  office. 

49.  .Vter  three  years'  duration  all  certificates  shall  be 
indisputable,  and  payment  shall  be  made  without  further 
evxd?uce  of  age,  exec  pt  in  cases  of  fraud,  death  by  suicide, 
■  •M  Hi  the  hands  of  the  law,  or  in  cases  otherwise  provided 
for  Ly  these  rules. 
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50.  Wherever  the  words  "  Orange  Mutual  Insurance 
Society,"  or  **  Orange  Mutual  Benefit  Society  of  Ontario 
West,"  appear  in  the  certificates  of  membership  now  issued, 
or  hereafter  to  be  issued,  such  words  shall  be  taken  and  con- 
strued as,  and  shall  mean  the  **  Grand  Orange  Lodge  of 
British  America  Benefit  Fund." 

51.  The  members  of  the  Orange  Mutual  Benefit  Society 
of  Ontario  West  who  were  in  cjood  standmg  in  that  Society 
on  the  first  day  of  January,  1893,  shsM  be  held  to  be  mem- 
bers in  good  standing  in  this  Benefit  Fund  on  the  said  first 
day  of  January,  1893,  ^^^  the  certificates  of  membership 
now  held  by  them  shall  be  acknowledged  by  this  Benefit 
Fund,  to  the  same  extent  and  subject  to  the  rules  of  this 
Benefit  Fund,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  such  certificates  had 
been  issued  by  this  Benefit  Fund. 

Residence. 

52.  Should  a  member  change  his  place  of  residence,  he 
shall,  previous  to  so  doing,  notify  the  Secretary  of  this 
Benefit  Fund  of  his  intention  to  remove,  and  of  the  place 
where  he  intends  moving  to  ;  and  the  Secretary  may,  after 
consultation  with  the  Executive,  forthwith  notify  him  of  the 
number  of  calls  necessary  for  him  to  pay  in  advance,  in 
order  that  his  representatives  shall  be  entitled  to  benefits 
should  he  die  during  such  charge  of  residence  ;  the  member 
so  removing  must,  except  as  provided  for  in  Rule  5,  also 
continue  in  active  membership  with  the  Orange  Lodge  of 
which  he  has  been  a  member,  or  within  ninety  days  from 
change  of  residence  become  connected  with  an  Orange 
Lodge  working  under  a  Grand  Lodge  recognized  by  the 
Triennial  Council  wherein  the  member  may  reside.  He 
mu.'t,  except  as  provided  for  in  Rule  5,  also  within  ninety 
days,  furnish  the  Secretary  of  thi^  Benefit  Fund  with  a  cer- 
tificate signed  by  the  Worshipful  Mister  and  Secretary, 
showing  that  he  has  joined  such  Orange  Lodge,  which 
certificate  shall  also  be  sealed  with  the  seal  of  such  Orange 
Lodge. 


%i 
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Special  Occupfttion. 


53.  No  member  shall  engage  in  any  dangerous  or  hazard- 
ous occupation,  such  as  the  use  of  or  manufacture  of  gun- 
powder, dynamite,  gun  cotton,  or  in  naval'  or  submarine 
occupations,  vrithout  first  notifying  the  Secretary ;  and  the 
Executive  shall  immediately  consider  the  case,  and  notify 
the  member  so  engaged  whether  or  not  his  policy  shall  re- 
main valid,  and  what  extra  rate  shall  be  paid  during  con- 
tinuance of  such  dangerous  or  hazardous  occupation. 

Aniendments. 

^\.  No  alterations  or  amendments  shall  be  made  to  the 
rules  of  this  Benefit  Fund  unless  agreed  upon  by  a  majority 
of  those  members  present  at  a  meeting  to  be  held  as  herein- 
after provided. 

55.  Aiiiendments  to  these  rules  may  be  made  at  any 
annual  or  special  meeting  of  the  Grand  Orange  Lodge  of 
British  America,  notice  of  the  propo 'ed  amendments  having 
been  previously  sent  to  the  Secretary  at  least  thirty  days 
before  the  meeting.  All  amendments  to  be  adopted  by  a 
two-thirds  majority  of  the  membek's  of  the  Benefit  Fund 
present  at  such  Grand  Lodge  meeting,  and  provided  that  by 
the  unanimous  consent  of  the  members  present  at  any  such 
meeting,  an  ame  itlment  may  be  made  without  such  notices. 

56.  Certificates  for  ^2,000  or  $3,000  shall  not  be  issued 
until  the  Executive  so  decide  after  a  majority  vote  of  the 
insured  member^  present  in  favor  of  so  doing  shall  be  passed 
at  any  annual  session  of  the  Grand  Orange  Lodge  of  British 
America. 
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2.  All  Charters  for  holding  Royal  Scarlet  Chapters  shall 
be  issued  by  the  authority  of  the  Grand  Orange  Lodge  of 
British  America. 

2.  Charters  shall  be  issued  only  to  County  and  District 
Orange  Lodges ;  but  no  Charter  shall  be  issued  to  a  County 
Lodge  in  which  there  are  two  or  more  District  Lodges.  In 
special  cases  (provided  always  that  the  consent  in  writing 
of  the  District  Chapter  has  been  obtained  by  him)  the 
Grand  Master  may,  without  fee,  grant  a  Dispensation  to  a 
District  Lodge  to  unite  with  a  District  Chapter  regularly 
chartered.  So  long  as  such  Dispensation  shall  prevail,  the 
District  so  uniting  shall  be  under  the  jurisdiction  of  and  re- 
sponsible to  said  Chapter ;  but  said  District  Lodge  may 
exchange  the  Dispensation  for  a  Charter  upon  payment  of 
the  usual  fee,  and  its  members  shall  forthwith  be  transferred 
to  the  new  Chapter.  Also,  that  in  the  cm:e  of  isolated 
Primary  Lodges,  the  Grand  ^faster  may  issue  Dispensations 
to  such  Primary  Lodges. 

3.  Charters  shall  not  be  used  outside  the  territory  for 
which  they  were  issued,  and  shall  be  countersigned  by  the 
Grand  Master  of  the  Province  in  whose  jurisdiction  they 
are. 

4.  Applications  for  Charters  for  a  County  shall  be  made 
by  the  County  Lodge,  and  recommended  by  the  Provincial 
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Grand  Master.  Applications  for  a  Charter  for  a  District 
shall  be  made  by  the  District  Lodge,  and  shall  be  recom« 
mended  by  the  County  Master  and  the  Provincial  Grand 
Master.  All  applications  shall  be  made  to  the  Grand  Sec- 
retary on  the  form  annexed  to  these  Rules. 

5.  The  fee  for  a  Charter  shall  be  six  dollars  ($6),  and  for 
the  renewal  of  a  burnt  or  defaced  Charter  three  dollars  ($3), 
which  amount  must  accompany  the  application. 

6.  All  Chapters  shall  open  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  the 
month,  and  shall  close  on  the  twenty-first  day  of  the  month. 

7.  The  Chapter  shall  be  opened,  conducted  and  closed  in 
accordance  with  the  Ritual,  and  seven  Companions  shall 
form  a  quorum. 

8.  No  one  shall  be  admitted  to  a  Chapter  unless  he  has 
been  exalted  in  a  Chapter  holding  a  Charter  from  the  Grand 
Lodge,  nor  shall  anyone  be  permitted  to  enter  a  Chapter 
who  is  not  in  connection  with  an  Orange  Lodge,  and  in 
possession  of  the  current  Orange  Annual. 

9.  The  i^f  aster  shall  be  designated  the  "  Worshipful  Com- 
panion in  Command";  the  Deputy  Master,  '*  Excellent 
Companion  "  ;  the  Chaplain,  **•  Companion  Chaplain  "  i  the 
Secretary,  "  Companion  Scribe ; "  the  Treasurer,  **  Com- 
panion Treasurer ; "  the  Director  of  Ceremonies,  "  Sir 
Herald  Knight  at  Arms "  ;  the  Tylers,  "  Inward  and  Out- 
ward Heralds." 

10.  The  Master  of  the  Lodge  to  whom  the  Charter  has 
been  issued  shall  be  the  "  Worshipful  Companion  in  Com- 
mand." ^ 

11.  All  the  ofHcers  of  the  Chapter,  including  the 
Worshipful  Companion  in  Command,  shall  be  elected  by 
ballot  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Chapter  after  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  County  or  District  Lodge. 

12.  In  the  absence  of  the  Worshipful  Companion  in  Com- 
mand, the  Excellent  Companion  shall  preside  over  the 
meeting  of  the  Chapter ;  and  in  the  absence  of  both,  a 
Companion  selected  by  the  Companions  prese?it  shall  pre- 
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iide»  and  the  Excellent  Companion*!  chair  shall  be  filled  in 
the  same  way. 

13.  Chapters  shall  have  the  power  to  make  By>laws  for 
their  internal  government,  but  all  such  By-laws  must  first 
be  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Grand  Master. 

14.  Chapters  shall  have  power  to  impose  dues  upon  their 
members  either  for  benevolent  or  other  purposes. 

15.  No  Companion  shall  hold  intercourse  with,  or  have 
any  communication  with  any  Chapter,  Lodge,  or  body  of 
men  calling  themselves  Scarlet  Knights,  unless  the  same 
shall  be  authorized  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

16.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  a  member  of  a  Chapter 
except  by  exaltation  or  by  a  certificate  issued  by  a  Chapter 
under  the  authority  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  America. 

17.  A  brother  seeking  to  be  exalted  must  make  applica- 
tion in  writing,  in  accordance  with  the  form  annexed  to 
these  Rules,  to  the  Chapter  in  whose  jurisdiction  his  Orange 
Lodge  is  situated ;  he  must  be  recommended  by  the  Master 
of  the  Orange  Lodge  of  which  he  is  a  member  (except  as 
provided  by  Rule  19),  and  shall  enclose  with  his  application 
the  fee  for  exaltation. 

x8.  Where  there  is  no  Chapter  in  a  County,  members  of 
an  Orange  Lodge  who  reside  in  such  County  may  be  exalted 
in  any  Chapter  on  a  written  dispensation  granted  by  the 
Grand  Master. 

19.  Should  the  Master  of  an  Orange  Lodge  refuse  to 
recommend  a  brother  for  exaltation,  the  brother  may  appeal 
to  the  Grand  Master,  and  the  Grand  Master  shall  require 
the  Master  of  the  Primary  Lodge  to  give  him  in  writing  his 
reasons  for  refusing  to  recommend  the  brother,  and  shall 
decide  whether  or  not  the  appeal  shall  be  sustained.  If  he 
decides  that  the  brother  should  be  exalted,  his  recommenda- 
tion shall  be  accepted  by  the  Chapter,  instead  of  that  of  the 
Kiaster  of  the  Primary  Lodge. 

rjo.  Candidates  for  exaltation  shall  be  balloted  for,  and  if 
thi'ee  ballots  are  cast  against  the  candidate,  he  shall  be  re- 
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jeered.     He  may,  however,  again  apply  at  the  expiry  o| 
twelve  months  from  the  date  of  his  rejection. 

21.  The  lee  for  exaltation  shall  be  three  dollars  (93),  and 
on  no  condition  shall  a  less  sum  be  accepted,  under  a  pen- 
alty of  having  the  Charter  cancelled. 

2a.  Charges  against  Companions  shall  be  investigated  by 
a  Committee  of  five  members  appointed  by  the  Chapter, 
who  shall  repqrt  to  the  Chapter  in  writing  all  the  evidence 
adduced,  and  their  finding. 

23.  In  all  cases  where  a  Companion  has  been  found 
guilty,  he  shall  be  notified  at  once  by  the  Companion 
Scribe ;  and  in  case  of  appeal  the  evidence  and  decision 
shall  be  communicated  to  the  Grand  Master  within  thirty 
days  after  the  decision  has  been  rendered. 

24.  All  appeals  from  the  decisions  of  Chapters  shall  be 
made  direct  to  the  Grand  Master  within  thirty  days,  and  his 
decision  shall  be  binding  until  the  meeting  of  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

25.  Two  forms  of  certificates  shall  be  used,  one  to  be 
granted  to  a  Companion  on  his  exaltation,  the  price  of 
which  shall  be  $1.50  or  $2.00,  the  other  on  his  removal 
from  one  locality  to  another ;  the  latter  shall  be  sent  by  the 
Companion  Scribe  of  the  Chapter  he  is  leaving  to  the 
Companion  Scribe  of  the  Chapter  he  intends  to  unite  with, 
and  IS  on  no  account  to  be  given  to  the  Companion ;  the 
price  of  which  shall  be  25  cents. 

26.  Any  violation  of  these  rules  shall  subject  the  Chapter 
to  a  revocation  of  its  Charter  by  the  Grand  Master. 

27.  In  all  unprovided  cases  the  Rules  governing  Orange 
Lodges  shall  be  applicable. 

28.  All  former  Rules  are  hereby  repealed.
